Today, EPA has released additional water quality data from Aug. 6 and 12, 
2015, on the Animas and San Juan rivers in New Mexico, including locations in 
Aztec and Farmington.

To assess the impacts of the release at the Gold King Mine, water quality samples 
were collected at two locations for 24 metals.
